President Fierce Was the Don Vlvant 


of Hia Period-Some Wfcite House 


Children and WJiat Be- 


came of Them. 


[Special Washington Letter.] 


For a generation past we have almost 


constantly had children in the white 
house. 
The Lincoln family, Nellie 


Grant, the Hayes family, Nellie Arthur, 
Molly Garfield, Benujf McKee, and the 
Cleveland little girls have all contrib- 
uted their share to the simplicity ana 
domesticity of the home lives of our 
presidents; and our people have looked 
with pleasure and approval upon the 
mothers and children of the executive 
mansion, as well as upon the men who 
resided there, both as the heads of 
families and as the executive head of 
the nation. 
- 
"Children came to the white house, 


says an elderly gentleman, "during the 
administration of PresidentPolk. There 
were two births at the white house, 
Maj Walker, the president's private 
secretary, came there with his wile and 
two children, but at the close of Folk's 
administration the Walkers had four 
children. Mrs. Walker was a Virginia 
Jady and assisted in the social duties of 
the house, and maintained the reputa- 
tion cf her slate for hospitality. Maj. 
Walker's oldest son v»us a fine little 
fellow, about six years old. He was a 
pet of everyone, especially the presi- 
dent. Mr. Polk taught him how to sa- 
lute visitors. One morning when the 
family was about to breakfast, as the 
president entered the room. Harry was 
standing near a piece of furniture, and 
when straightening himself prepara- 
tory to making his salute, bumped his 
head. 
Instead of making the salute 


he turned to see what had struck him, 
•with his back to the president. 
The 


president enjoyed his discomfiture and 
excused the salute. The poor boy was 
killed shortly after the administration 
closed by Bfeing thr- 
• from a horse. 


"At all of the puU.c receptions dur- 


ing Folk's administration, Gen. ilunter, 
the marshal, was master of ceremonies, 
and he v,as a fine old Virginian.

was his custom in the winter to send 
to the president occasionally a fine fat 
wild goose, acd nothing entered the 
white house in Mr. Folk's term which 
was more highly appreciated by the 


It happened that a 
steward was wanted at the white house, 
and he asked the oldest attendant to 
get him a good man. One of the force 
of Willard's hotel, a German, was sug- 
gested by the attendant, and he was 
sent up. The old general, on looking- 
him over, did not form a favorable 
opinion of him, but concluded to give 
him a trial. 
"The' attendant was called up and 


asked sharply: 'Is that the smart man 
you sent for?' 
" 'Yes, sir,' was the reply. 
" 'He deceives me if he is,' said the

tem of the city and the whole matter was 
referred to the mayor as B committee of 
one.

appears that there has been some dissatis 
faction on the part of some of the alder- 
men and last night they weie anxious 
that there should be an investigation to 
see if tbe work was being properly done. 
After much had boon said by the older 
men and a statement made by Mr. Daigb, 
the mayor, after assuring the council that 
he felt be was right in tbe matter appoint- 
ed a committee to satisfy the council that 
everything was being done correctly. t 


Wanted Food. 


The first business that came up was tbe 


following communication, addressed to 
the mayor and counoll: 


We, the undersigned, leaders of the 


marching miners, encamped about stonr 
city for tbe purpose not of violating any 
law, but to peaceably converse and confer 
with the miners em ployed In Deoatnr, 
and persuade them, If possible, to join us

The mayor suggested that it would be 


a good Idea to let Mr. Dalgb himself make 
a statement. Mr. Daigh was called In 
tbe counoll room and the mayor told Mr. 
Bold that be could ask any questions be 
wished. Mr. Bold said that be didn't 
know as b« wanted to ask Mr. Daigb any 
questions, be would let tho mayor do that 
but that beliad looked around at tbe wa- 
ter works and could not see that anything 
lhafl been done. He talked a good deal 
about tbe changes being made in the 
steam pipes and ended In asking Mr. 
Daigh to tell what be had been doing. 


Dewltt said that the engineer bad been 


employed to direct tbo work and that the 
council seemed to want to direct the eu 
glneer. Tbe aldermen bud a reputation 
for examining engineers and he thought 
perhaps It would be a good Idea to exam 
Ine this one. Mr. Montgomery said that 
it was no laughing matter. If any breaks 
occurred at tho works the council would 
be to blame for It. 
He bad nothing 


against Mr. Dalgh. but he did not fee the 
need of employing an engineer to do auoh 
work as had been done. Any man in the 
business In the city could lay grates. HI* 
Idea was that a first class engineer should 
be employed to lay out plans and that 
tbe work should be carried out according 
to tbe pans and not that an expensive 
man should be kept hero to watch two 
men work.

Are Ptclccd t'P In the Pewl 


of St. Putr»eli:'«. 


It is cubtomary tor pearchers to go 


about among the pews in St. Patrick's 
cathedral, in this city, after each serv* 
ice, 
to pick up the articles that have 


been lost or forg-otten. Scarcely a day 
passes lhat something of value is not 
turned over to the information bureau 
by the -searchers, and there is always on 
display at this bureau an assortment 
of gloves, handkerchiefs, umbrellas and 
books. The most notable "finds" in 
this great church, however, are babies. 


There have been 18 or 20 babies 


found here within my recollection," 
said Special Officer Kutlcdge, at the 
cathedral the other day. "It is not an 
uuusual thing to find one of them sleep- 
ing in a pew after everybody else has 
left the church. They are very young 
babies, as a rule, and arc undoubtedly 
abandoned deliberately. I suppose that 
in most cases the parents are too poor 
to take care of the little ones, and leave 
them here because they don't know 
what else to do with them. Sometimes 
we take these deserted babies to the 
foundling asylum and sometimes to the 
police station. I do not recall an in- 
stance where the identity of any of 
these waifs has been discovered. 


"A surprisingly large amount of 


money is found in this cathedral," con- 
tinued Officer Rutledge. "Women who 
comeheretomeditate and pray frequent- 
ly leave their ^purses on the kneeling 
benches. Only a few days ago a little 
girl found $75 -in one of the chojiels. 
She handed it to one! of the church at- 
tendants, and it was restored to ita 
owner. 
Pocketbooks are found scat- 


tered about the church after every big 
ceremony. A great variety of articles 
are picked up after the big crowds of 
Christmas and Easter have departed. . 


"I am sorry to say that some of the 


women who come here are not honest. 
Occasionally we find one whose mis- 
sion is evidently to pick up something. 
Such persons are watched very closely, 
and we try to keep them out of the 
church entirely. One day last week a 
woman who hod been at her devotions 
at one of tne side altars went away aud 
left her pocketbook on the bench. A 
scrubwoman saw it and started to pick 
it up, but before she could get there a 
well-dressed woman, in a pew near by, 
left her seat and went into the altar 
and knelt on the 
pocketbook. The 


cleaner waited a reasonable length of 
time, and then, asked the strange wom- 
an to Icindly move to one side, which 
she did without saying a word. In that 
way the pocketbook, which contained 
considerable money, was recovered."— 
N. Y. Times.

Public service corporations donotob- 
ect to a. scientific regulation and su- 
pervision designed solely to safeguard 
he interests of the people, and to «*»• 
v the state that the powers delegated 
o them are properly 
administered. 


They do object to investigations or- 
dered solely for the purpose of manu- 
acturing political capital, and to en- 
able some vainglorious demagogue to 
pose as a defender of the people against 
•monopolies." 
The requirements of scientific reg- 


ulation and supervision for political 
and for public service corporations are 
identical. No requirement is necessary 
from the one that it is not necessary 
from the other, to properly safeguard 
the general welfare and promote the 
prosperity of the people. Supervision 
by the state .is fundamental. It must 
be made the basis of any true educa- 
tional work on municipal affairs, de- 
signed solely, to aid in the creation and 
organization of public sentiment in fa- 
vor of an efficient and beneticent ad- 
ministration. Investors in the stocks 
and bonds of public service corpora- 
tions, and .in municipal bonds, will 
Pladly keep even pace with politicians 
when they move for progress in this 
direction. To the lack of proper state' 
regulations and supervision, a large 
share of the maladministration of cities, 
the corruption of legislators and offi- 
cials and the existence of speculators 
In'politics is due. 


One point is generally overlooked by 


municipal ownership advocates when 
discussing this subject. The power of 
regulation must be exercised by tlie 
power that grants the charters under 
which political and public service cor-

porations acquire the right to exist. 
A. plea for "home rule" without state 
regulations is a plea of a culprit. It is 
a plea made for a municipality that 
more than all others has required such 
regulation to protect its citizens from 
being plundered by maladministration.

try 30,000 converts. lie uclmits thi 
this figure is only estimated by cnlcu 
lating on a basis of actual numbers r 
ceived in the arch diocese of Baltirnor 


During au average year he hod 70 


converts. In Baltimore there is a Catl 
olic population of 240,000. In 10,000,00 
Catholics there should be, at that rat 
about 
30,000 
converts every yea 


Whether his conclusions are strictly 
correct we have been very anxious to 
determine. 


With, this end in view \ve set out to 


get actual statistics. We sent out hun- 
dreds of rnquiry letters, and we learned 
many interesting- facts: 


1. We discovered that little or norec- 


ord has been kept of the reception of 
converts. -3. Priests who are known 
otb.ei-v.-is6 as particularly active-minded 
men, taking part hi public affairs and 
often meeting their noncatholic breth- 
ren on neutral ground, are the ones who 
make the most converts. 3. Convert 
makingisa thing easily stimulated,and 
is readily increased by certain judicious 
methods. 


Because the actual returns are incom- 


plete we shall reserve publication of fig- 
ures till a later issue. Btit this much 
can- be said: 
In some well-known 


churches the yearly number of converts 
runs up to very near 100. TheBeclcrap- 
torists in Boston have received about 
1,100 
since their establishment there. 


In the archdiocese of New York last 
year'1,208 were received.

asy Ways In Which Both May Be 


Handily Removed. 


This is emphatically the season ot 
ruit-stains and mildew. Fortunately, 
oo it is the season of grass bleaching 
nd hot sunshine. Mildew is easily 
aken out of white goods with chloride 
f Time, but it cannot be used on colored 
lothes. Put a small amount of lime in 
old water and stir until it is entirely 
dissolved; then strain through cheese 
loth and immerse the mildewed article. 
Vork up and down, and as soon as the 
spots have bleached outrinseit through 
three or four waters and dry. 
l 


Fruit stains of all kinds-will come out 


of white goods if they are taken in Umo 
and treated exactly right. Baspberry 
and strawberry stains will disappear if 
boiling hot soft water is poured over 
them Oxalic acid will remove all other 
fruit stains, and a bottle should always 
be kept in the laundry. As it is very 
poisonous, it should be plainly labeled 
and kept out of the way of children. 
Get the acid in. crystallized form, put in 
a bottle, und pour cold water over it. 
If part remains undissolved, add water 
•as the solution is used. It is sure to re- 
move fruit, leather or ink stains. Touch 
only the spots and rinse quickly and 
thoroughly when they disappear. For 
lace or muslin add a little salsoda or 
ammonia to the first rinsing water. 
Dilute the acid at first, and make it 
stranger if necessary. 


Boiling hot soft water will remove 


tea. coffee or chocolate stains. If tea 
stains are of long standing, soak in 
glycerin and wash.the latter out'with 
cold water. 
Use diluted ammonia for orange and 


lemon stains. 
Make a thick paste of lemon or pie- 


plant jnicje and salt and starch for red 
iron, rust, and expose to the sun. If one 
application is not effectual, try again. 
Oxalic acid is just as sure for black iron 


Alcohol or molasses will take out 


grass stains. 
Cover wine stains with salt and lay In 


/the sun.- 
. 


Nothing will remove blood stains bet- 


ter than cold soap suds, to which kcro 
sene has been added. Kerosene wil. 
also remove tar or fresh paint. 


Machine oil or vaseline will come ou 


easily when washed with sonp and col< 
water. 
When, the color has been ta>>en out ol 


colored material with an ncid, diluted 
ammonia will sometimes restore it. 
Chloroform is also on excellent restora- 
tive of color.—K. Y. Times^ 


Prune Salad. 


What may. be called a prune salad 


is possible with that much-abused fruit 
if care is taken in its' preparation. 
They do not need soaking, as Miss Par- 
loa" tells us, only careful washing, each 
prune by itself, and stewing slowly 
without sugar. When they are thor- 
oughly tender, and -puffed out to lus- 
cious plumpness, the rind of n lemon 
is added, and they are left on the range 
for another 15 minutes. Just before 
taking off. add a glass of white wine, 
then, put away in a covered jar to be- 
come chilled. They should be served 
cold at breakfast without Jtiicc and 
with a little unsweetened whipped 
cream,—-N. Y. Post.

Mr. Samenhof says vigorous- 
ly: "It ;s a disgrace to mankind that 
n-e—v>ho dream of communications 
nilh other planets—we, members of 
out human family, are as yet incapable 
of (oir.munieating' with one another, 
ar.cl on this account even hate and avoid 
each other." 
Jlr. Famenhof therefore'proposed a 


i*spiri1nal" congress, which can be car- 
ried on without the interruption of 
the business pursuits of the people in- 
tore'ted. His circular states that any- 
one in any land who desires to take part 
in the discussion on the expediency of 
adopting a universal language is fo- 
uled to send a notification of the fact 
to him rt Grodno, Russia, and anyone 
who is desirous of expressing his ideas 
on or motive for the adoption of any 
especial language is requested to send 
in addition an essay on the subject. 
All papers so reeehed will be printed 
without comment or change in any 
particular, in the order received, in a 
book, published inx three volumes, the 
separate volumes issued at intervals 
a,s the essays come in. When the three 
volurt-cs are complete, no more essay? 
\\ill be received. 
The third volume 


vi ill have as an appendix a list of the 
persons participating in the discussion, 
nnd some questions which each essay- 
ist is requested to answer nnd return 
to the compiler of the volume. The 
questions will be: 


"(1) Do you find after perusing this 


universal expression of opinion—i. €., 
ufu-r a thorough reading of these vol- 
umes—that one of the already existing 
languages (natural, artificial, living or 
flead) should be adopted as an interne 
lional language? (2) Or that none of 
the already existing languages can 
serve for this purpose and a totally new 
language must be created? If you £in- 
tiwer question 1 in the affirmative 
please state what language you would 
desire to select as an international 
tongue. If you answer question 2 in 
the affirmative it should not be forgot- 
ten that the final decision of the demand 
will either be impracticable, or, at any 
rate, will be postponed indefinitely." 


Three months after these questions 


or their blank forms have been issued 
till i oting must cease and the vote re- 
ceived will be published and the lan- 
guage having the largest number of 
\ott\s will be proclaimed international 
—by Mr. Samenhof, of Russia. 


• However, Mr. Samenhof realizes that 
his proclamation will do no more than 
c-r\ stalize the agitation of the question 
and probably hasten the fruition of the 
idea of an international language, i01 
he says so. The book he is to publish, 
of course, will cost money, and he an- 
nounces that he will sell it at one dol- 
lar per i olume. A detailed prospectus 
nf the scheme will be sent any anxious 
inquirer who writes Mr. Samenhof at 
Grodno and incloses a two-cent stamp 
of anv country.
